He regretted that it should become necessary, in 
answer to the frequent allusions to the position of 
the New York delegation, to speak so ofien of their 
instructions. Ile held that they were responsible to 
their constituents alone for their conduct under their 
instructions. At the same time, he held that it wes 
proper, in deference to those whose local interests 
might be effected by those instructions, that they 
should endeavor to explain the reasons for their 
voles whenever they appeared liable to misconstruc- 
tion. He was not ashamed of any vote he had given 
here—he was not conscious of any object but the 
good of the whole ec immunity, and he would say 
further, that in all his acts, he had endeavored 
to keep not only within the letter, but the spirit and 
meaning of the instructions under which he cameto 
the House, He would take the liberty to read one 
of the resolutions passed at a primary meeting in 
New York, after the election, when the subject of 
monopolies was agitated, and the construction of the 
pledge brought immediately into view.

If any member of either 
house believed an appropriation would be necessary, 
and that the President was likely to omit the neces 

sary application to Congress, he could have submit 

ted a resolution, calling upon the Executive for in- 
formation, and the necessary estimates, and in an- 
swer to such a resolution, we could have been fur 

nished with the views and wishes of the Executive. 
Nothing of this kind has been done; and yet, in the 
very last moments of the session, this amendment 


has been introduced, out of the ordinary course of 


business, and in such manner as to deprive us of all 
means of procuring any information from the Exe. 
cutive. 

But, Mr. President, there is another view of this 
subject presented to my mind so forcibly, that I must 
be allowed, very briefly, to state it to the friends of 
the Chief Magistrate. I profess to be among the 
number of his friends, reposing as much confidence 
in him, as any man on this floor, or elsewhere. I 
have not the most distant suspicion that one dollar 
of this money, entrusted to him, would be intention- 
ally misapplied,. But I beseech gentlemen to reflect 
on the situation in which we will place him, by mak. 
ing this appropriation. It will be a plain admoni- 
tion to him, that both Houses of Congress think the 
situation of our foreign affairs requires that our 
country should be immediately placed in a better 
state of defence than it now is, that our Navy should 
be increased, that our Army should be inereased, 
that our Fortifications should be increased, and that 
additional munitions of war should be provided ; and 
yet to throw upon him the whole ré sponsibility of 
determining to what extent, any, or all, these pre- 
parations shall be made. He is to determine how 
many additional ships, how many additional troops, 
how many additional fortifications shall be provided. 
What will be the consequence? Every means will 
be used to induce him iminediately to increase all 
these. The friends of the Navy and of the Army 
will each be importunate for an increase. Every 
Atlantic city will be urging an increase of fortifica- 
tions for its defence. If he yields to these importu- 
nities, and expends this money, and the country re 
mains in tranquillity and peace, as I hope it will, 
in what situation will the President be placed ? Will 
not his enemies at once say, this money placed at 
his discretion has been wasted, the Navy has been 
increased, as we did not expect; here is a large ad. 
dition to the Army, which we know not wh i to do 
with ; anc here are fortifications to rot on our h inde, 
fortifications constructed in such haste as to be of 
no permanent use. 

On the other hand, if he will not attend to our ad. 
monition, and increase the Navy, the Army and for- 
tifications, and danger should come, what then 
These very same men will say, plenty of funds were 
placed at his disposal, and yet he has taken no step 
lo prepare the country for defence. 

Is it an evidence of friendship to place the Presi- 
L think not. It seems to 
me to be a cruel course towards him. If we really 
believe our foreign relations wear such a threatening 
igpect, as to make preparations necessary, let Con. 
gress, with his advice, say how many additional 
ships shall be built, how many additional soldiers 
we shall enlist, for we have officers enough, and how 
many addi:ional fortifications shall be erected, and 
where. This will be taking that responsibility Con. 
gress ought to bear, and it will leave the President 
the task of seeing that those preparations for defence 
are made. 

Any other course is unjust to the country, and 
cruel towards the President. If preparations ire 
necessary, Tam ready Lo make them, to any extent, 
and to incur my share of the responsibility. I have 
the most entire confidence that not one cent of this
